Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Centlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  yon  my 
Digliteentli  Annual  Deport  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  District  for  the 
year  1938. 

Crimdon  Dark.  Steady  progress  is  l)eing 
made  with  the  improvement  of  this  l^irk  ancl 
Foreshore,  although  considerable  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  expediting  the  Councirs  api)lication 
to  the  National  Fitness  Council  for  a grant  towards 
the  general  development  of  the  scheme. 

The  Council’s  original  scheme  estimated  to 
cost  £36,000  was  submitted  to  the  Area  Committee 
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of  tlie  National  Fitness  (Vnincil,  who  advised 
that  the  scheme  was  not  ambitions  enough,  and 
suggested  various  alterations  and  extensions. 


A ]*evised  scheme  estimated  to  cost  £8(5,000 
was  thereu})on  j)re])arcd  and  submitted  to  the 
National  Fitness  (Auncil  thi’ough  the  Area  Com- 
mittee, vlu)  aftei*  due  consideration  and  upon 
the  advice  of  the  Ministi'v  of  Health  decided  tliat 
in  view  of  the  high  cost  of  the  ])ro])osal  and  the 
economic  circumstances  of  the  area,  the  scheme 
was  too  costly  in  its  ])]*esent  form  for  the  District 
Council  to  linance,  even  with  the  aid  of  a capital 
grant,  and  that  all  the  features  of  the  scheme 
which  could  not  be  abundantly  justified  should 
be  deferred  or  curtailed  and  ke])t  to  the  minimum 
consistent  with  seeming  efheient  facilities  for 
j)hysical  training  and  i*ec]‘eation.  In  short  the 
Council  V ere  now  asked  to  submit  a revised  scheme 
on  less  ambitious  lines. 


Representatives  of  your  Council  have  met 
Ml*.  1).  W.  Flail,  Liaison  Officer  of  the  National 
Fitness  CViuncil,  together  with  the  Area  CVimmittec 
Secretary-  Mr.  J.  Walls — to  consider  what  re- 
visions could  be  made,  and  the  revised  scheme  is 
in  course  of  preparation  and  will  shortly  be  again 
submitted  to  the  National  Fdtness  Council. 


Satisfactory  agreements  have  been  made 
with  the  North  Fiastern  Electric  Supply  Co.  Ltd., 
for  the  supply  of  electrical  energy,and  with  Messrs. 
Wilkie  of  Cleethorpes,  for  the  necessary  amuse- 
ments, and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  1939  season 
will  see  some  added  attractions  in  this  resjiect. 
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As  Avill  be  seen  later  on  in  this  report,  under 
Housing,  the  year  has  again  been  one  of  great 
aetivity  and  accoinplislnnent.  The  work  of  in- 
s])ection  of  houses  and  pre|)aration  of  ]‘e})orts 
and  schedules  for  Ministry  of  Health  iiKpiii'ies 
has  again  ])een  energetically  juirsued  and  the 
(V)uncil  can  look  back  on  a very  creditable  year’s 
])erfoi‘inanee. 


The  Death  Hate  of  11.52  is  about  the  same 
as  last  year  but  the  Infantile  Death  Hate  again 
shows  a redu(*tiou  from  bO.bl  to  ()5.02,  this  being 
very  satisfactory.  The  Bii’th  Hate  was  again 
slightly  lowc]’  than  the  j)rcceding  year.

Scarlet  Fever  aiul  Diplitlieria  \vei‘e  again 
the  most  prevalent  infections  diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever  : — There  was  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  notifications  from  this  disease 
from  290  in  1937  to  423  in  1938.  The  majority 
of  the  cases  were  mild  and  owing  to  lack  of 
hospital  accommodation  only  102  of  the  423 
cases  notified  could  be  admitted  to  Thorpe  Hospital 
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Thoro  wei’e  no  doatlis  from  this  disease  in  the 
liospital,  bnt  3 of  tlie  eases  ti*eated  at  liome  died. 


Diphtheria  : This  disease  ^^■as  moi’e  pi*e- 
valent  than  ever,  ()S2  eases  being  notified  of 
which  39  died.  As  I stressed  in  iny  last  report 
wliat  a great  ])ity  it  was  that  sneh  a tei*rible 
sacrihce  of  young  lives  shonld  have  taken  ])laee 
when  practically  the  whol(‘  of  them  wonld  })e 
alive  to-day  if  only  th(\y  had  been  immunised. 


All  steps  possible  were'  taken  by  yonr  Pnblic 
Health  Department  to  bi'ing  the  benetits  of 
immunisation  to  the  ])ublic,  bnt  although  there 
was  a good  response  the  Donneil  felt  that  still 
more  must  be  (lone.  In  Novemlxn*  the  Hedieal 
Practitioners  in  the  Distriet  w(‘r(‘  invited  and 
agreed  to  carry  out  immunisation  of  their  own 
patients  on  behalf  of  the  (kmiual  at  a fee  of  2/() 
fo]‘  each  case.  There  are  over  18,000  children 
in  the  Hasington  Rural  District  aged  14  and  under 
and  u])  to  the  end  of  1938,  10,085  have  been 
immunised,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming 
year  still  better  results  will  be  a(‘hieved.  Amongst 
the  10,000  immunised  children  thei'e  were  2 deaths 
Init  amongst  the  8,000  unimmunised  children 
there  were  37  deaths  from  Diphtheria  during  the 
year. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying 
tables  Di])htheria  was  spread  throughout  the 
whole  district,  Murton,  Shotton  and  Blackhall 
suffering  most.

Ambulance  Eaciltttes.  For  infections  cases 
one  Motor  Ambulance  is  kept  at  Thorpe  Isolation 
Hospital  and  another  at  the  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital. 

For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  the 
district  depends  on  Colliery  Ambulances  and 
those  belonging  to  Miners’  Welfare  Schemes. 
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Kxcc|)t  ill  cases  where  an  ambulance  may  be 
recjuired  for  road  accidents,  or  to  remove  persons 
who  do  not  work  at  the  Collieries  or  do  not 
contribute  to  welfare  schemes,  the  district  is 
well  supplied. 

Nursing  xIrrangements.  Twenty  - seven 
nurses  are  at  work  in  the  Easington  Jtnral  District 
Of  this  number  twenty-one  are  Queen’s  Nurse 
Midwives,  i.e.  they  are  fully  qualified  District 
nurses  with  hospital  training  as  well  as  midwifery 
and  district  training.  Five  are  Village  Nurse- 
Mi  dwi\  ^es  and  one  is  a whole-time  midwife. 

Nursing  Associations  are  at  work  in  the 
following  villages  : — Easington,  (-astle  Eden, 
Shotton,  Kelloe,  Blackhall,  Horden,  Haswell, 
New  Seaham,  Murton,  South  Hetton,  Trimdon, 
Thornley,  Wheatley  Hill  and  Wingate. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are 
established  at  the  following  places^ — Blackhall, 
Easington,  Horden,  Murton,  Shotton,  Thornley, 
Trimdon,  Wheatley  Hill  and  Wingate. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Thorpe  Isolation  Hospital.

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Of  the  795  cases  of  Diphtheria  it  was  found 
after  admission  that  115  were  not  true  Diphtheria 
and  these  were  discharged  after  a few  days  in 
Hospital.  Practitioners  are  encouraged  to  send 
in  suspicious  cases  as  it  is  better  that  a few  cases 
should  be  found  to  be  negative  than  that  a true 
case  should  be  missed.  8 cases  admitted  as 
Enteric  Fever  were  found  to  i)e  negative. 


Phe  arrangement  come  to  with  the  (^ounty 
Council  wherebv  a side  ward  with  2 beds  was 
set  aside  to  receive  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
was  in  frequent  use  during  the  yeai‘.  In  all 
15  cases  were  treated. 

Phe  hospital  has  again  at  times  been  taxed 
to  its  utmost  capacity,  many  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  having  had  to  be  put  on  a waiting  list 
owing  to  lack  of  accommodation. 

Phe  Hospital  (kjmmittee  decided  to  take  all 
possible  steps  to  ensure  the  enlargement  of  the 
Hospital  as  early  as  possi])le,  and  in  September 
the  County  (5)uncirs  proy)osals  under  which 
Phorpe  Hospital  would  be  extended  to  take 
patients  from  Seaham  and  Hetton  Urban  Districts 
with  a total  population  of  about  150,000  were 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Phe  Minister’s  order  provides  that  the  ac- 
commodation at  the  Hospital  should  be  increased 
to  a minimum  of  150  beds.  Idans  of  the  proposed 
extension  have  been  submitted  to  the  Minister 
and  approved  with  slight  modifications.  It  is 
hoped  that  everything  possilde  will  be  done  to 
speed  up  the  preliminary  work  for  the  extension. 
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Tlio  f joint  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Thornley 
whicli  serves  Kasington  Rinval  District,  Seclgefield 
Rn]*al  District  and  Sealiam  Harbour  Urban 
District  lias  been  kept  ready  for  use  if  required. 

Uudei*  the  Durham  County  Council’s  review 
it  is  pro])osed  that  this  Hospital  should,  in  addition 
to  the  above  Districts,  cater  for  the  po])ulations 
of  Hartle])ool  and  Stockton  Boroughs,  Billingham 
Urban  and  Stockton  JRiral  Districts.

Shops.  A total  of  5 inspections  were  made 
under  the  Shops  Act,  and  in  addition  50  inspections 
of  house  shops  were  made  and  reported  on  to 
the  Council. 

Factokies  and  Wokkshops.  During  the 
year  53  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  work- 
shops in  the  area,  and  these  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Smoke  and  Coal  Dust  Xufsance.  Tlie  Horden 
Colliery  eleetro-statie  filtration  plant  for  arresting 
the  gi’it  emitted  from  the  boiler  chimneys  has 
been  working  satisfactorily  thi'onghont  the  year. 
The  grit  nuisance  at  Dorden  can  now  he  said 
to  have  been  abated. 

The  burning  spoil  bank  at  South  Hetton 
gave  rise  to  some  anxiety  during  the  year,  but 
this  nuisance  has  now  somewhat  abated. 

At  Murton  Colliery  the  coal  hopper  adjoining 
Murton  Street  and  the  dry  cleaner  and  screens 
have  been  enclosed  but  in  spite  of  this  the  dust 
nuisance  still  continues  to  some  extent. 

Shotton  Colliery  brickyard  ti])  caused  a 
serious  nuisance  to  our  Council  housing  estate 
by  the  emission  of  fumes  and  this  tip  is  being 
flooded  with  water  ])um])ed  from  the  brickyard 
pond  nearby  Avith  beneficial  residts.  The  large 
spoil  bank  at  Shotton  is  also  being  treated  with 
water. 

The  smoke  nuisance  at  Wellfield  Co-operative 
Dairy  has  greatly  improved  since  the  reversion 
to  coke  fuel. 


Pit  Head  IP^ths  ai‘e  now  establislied  at 
'rhoriilev,  Blackball,  Hoi’deii,  Kasiiigtoji,  Shotton 
and  iMurtoii  and  are  in  course  of  erection  at 
Wheatley  Hill. 

Eradication  of  Bed  IWgs.  Of  19  houses 
fumigated  for  the  ])resence  of  bed  bugs,  18  were 
(\)uncil  Houses  and  1 ])rivate  dwelling.  The 
usual  proprietaiy  finnigator  was  used. 

Schools.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
have  any  schools  closed  for  infeetious  disease, 
but  as  a ])recautionary  measure  4 schools  were 
fumigated. 

Rat  Infestation.  A total  of  22  complaints 
wei*e  I'cccived  of  rat  infestations  and  in  eompany 
with  the  Oounty  Rat  Officer  these  ])remises  were 
visited  and  the  usual  advice  given  as  to  the  most 
suitable  method  of  eradieation. 

Huts  and  Caravans.  The  position  Avitli 
regard  to  the  12  single  men  oceupying  huts  at 
Horden  remains  unchanged.  One  hut  from  the 
beaeh  at  Blackhall  was  dealt  with  and  the  family 
re-housed. 

HOUSING. 

The  CounciPs  efforts  with  regard  to  Housing 
during  the  year  have  again  been  eonfined  in  the 
main  to  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  re-housing 
of  persons  displaced  from  Clearance  Areas. 

The  total  number  of  Clearance  Orders  made 
by  the  Council  is  now  147,  necessitating  the 
demolition  of  3,004  houses  and  the  erection  of

The  end  of  this  vcar  - -31st  December,  1938 — 
saAV  the  cessation  of  what  was  commonly  known 
as  the  Slum  Olearance  Subsidy  of  45/-  per  person 
displaced. 

Under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1938,  a fiat  rate  subsidy  of  an  annual  pay- 
ment of  £5  10s.  0(1.,  per  house  for  40  years  is 
])ayable  in  respect  of  all  new  houses  erected  for 
the  rehousing  of  persons  displaced  from  unfit 
houses  as  a result  of  demolition  and  closing  orders 
and  in  pursuance  of  clearance,  improvement  or 
redevelopment  opei'ations,  for  the  rehousing  f)f 
])ersons  displaced  from  other  houses  in  pursuance 
of  redevelo])ment  opei'ations,  and  for  the  pury)os(‘ 
of  abating  overcrowding. 


Since  the  last  revision  of  houses  to  be  dealt 
with  under  slum  clearance  it  has  bee]i  found 
necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  551  houses 
at  Murton  known  as  “ Cornwall.”  The  OAvners — 
The  South  Hetton  Coal  Co.  Ltd. — have  so  far 
declined  to  carry  out  any  repairs  and  unless  some 
satisfactory  arrangement  can  be  come  to  I am 
afraid  there  will  be  no  option  but  to  include 
these  houses  in  (Clearance  Orders. 


As  to  Ovcrcrcwding,  little  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  purpose 
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of  relieving  overcrowding,  only  70  of  the  669 
houses  in  the  (^onneirs  })rograinine  having  been 
erected,  the  poli(‘y  being  to  concentrate  on  the 
eoni])letion  of  the  Slum  (dearanee  Programme  in 
order  to  obtain  the  larger  subsidies. 

However,  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  nothing 
whatever  has  been  done  towards  Overei’owding, 
as  apart  fi'om  the  actual  house  building,  the  whole 
of  the  |)reliminaries  have  been  attended  to  and 
everything  is  in  order  for  a commencement  of  the 
actual  building  as  soon  as  the  end  of  the  Slum 
Clearance  yji*ogramme  is  in  sight.

The  general  eoiidition  of  the  cowsheds  and 
dairies  in  the  district  is  satisfaetorv  ; ()  notices 
we]-e  seiwed  for  minor  work  which  lias  been  com- 
plied with. 


Two  exti’a  acanx'dited  licences  were  granted 
and  the  necessary  samples  taken  foi*  bacteriological 
examination.  The  total  number  of  accredited 
■odncei's  in  the  distjict  is  now'  25  and  in  addition 
tliei’e  ai*e  12()  wliolesale  and  retail  ])rodncers  of 
milk,  51  1‘etailers  of  bottled  milk  and  1 producer 
of  tnbercidin  tested  milk. 


The  ])astenrising  plant  has  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time  aiul  there  are  18  retailers  of 
])astenrised  milk  registered  nnder  the  Milk  (S])ecial 
Designations)  Order,  193().  A total  of  254  persons 
are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
Pd26. 


Meat  and  Slaughtekhouses.  Erom  44 
licenced  slanghterhonses  in  the  district,  • 1,1 18 
inspections  were  made  and  in  addition  a number 
of  inspections  were  made  of  private  slaughtering 
of  i)igs,  resnlting  in  a total  of  over  2 tons  of  meat 
condemned  as  being  nnfit  for  hnman  consumption. 
All  this  condemned  meat  was  notified  and  volnn- 
tarily  surrendered  wdth  the  exception  of  14  stones, 
which  was  seized  on  a Justices  Warrant  and  a 
conviction  Avas  obtained  on  each  of  5 snmmonses.

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Diphtheria  antitoxin  and  Diphtheria  Prophy- 
lactic A.P.T.  are  supplied  free  to  the  medical 
practitioners  of  the  District  and  Insulin  is  also 
supplied  for  needful  cases. 

Disinfection.  Personal,  of  clothing,  dwell- 
ings, etc.,  is  carried  out  on  the  removal  of  a case 
of  infections  disease  to  Hospital,  and  also  at  the 
termination  of  a case  when  treated  at  home.  On 
the  death  of  a tuberculosis  patient  or  the  removal 
of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  disinfection  of  the  house 
follows. 

During  the  year  1,310  houses  were  disinfected. 

All  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  District 
are  supplied  with  disinfectants  on  application  so 
that  their  patients  may  be  supplied  with  as  little 
trouble  as  possible.  Disinfectants  can  also  be 
had  free  of  charge  from  the  Health  Department, 
Council  Offices,  Easington. 

Tuberculosis.  Of  the-  63  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  55  had  been  notified  and  8 not 
notified. 

No  employee  engaged  in  the  milk  trade  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.
